Horror of Chamber 

National business booster blasts litigation-finance 
firms such as former federal prosecutor’s in Irvine

A ndrew Stolper eyes the foam 

running down the glass of craft 
beer he just took a swig from at a 
Corona del Mar bar and launches into an 
explanation of his noble experiment. 

The former federal prosecutor and his 
ex-FBI agent business partner recently 
opened Crux Capital, a litigation- 
finance firm in Irvine. Relatively new 
to the United States but practiced with 
gusto in the United Kingdom and Aus¬ 
tralia for a quarter-century, litigation- 
finance firms put up some of the costs of 
legal cases in exchange for percentages 
of jury awards or financial settlements. 

Stolper and partner Peter Norell 
believe they can help level the playing 
field in courtrooms and lead to more jus¬ 
tice by essentially giving individuals and 
small companies a fighting chance against 
fat cats, large corporations and their 
fierce legal teams. But the U.S. Chamber 
of Commerce is pushing back hard to stop 
litigation finance from flourishing. 

Lisa Rickard, president of the cham¬ 
ber’s Institute for Legal Reform, tells 
the Weekly her office is calling for 
“common-sense safeguards to prevent 
third-party financing from undermining 
our justice system.” 

She maintains that relying on the legal 
community to monitor litigation finance 
“will further turn our courthouses into 
cash machines while bogging down our 
legal system in a continuing flood of 
lawsuits. Third-party litigation financ¬ 
ing encourages meritless lawsuits, since 
one windfall can subsidize many losses, 
and investors verify a lawsuit’s ‘jackpot’ 
potential, not its legitimacy.” 

Stolper has heard this before. But in 
between sips of his porter, he mentions 
he finds it curious the chamber, which 
is supposedly all about protecting small 
businesses, is essentially siding with big 
corporations that might screw over, say, 
mom-and-pop shops. 

“My clients are members of the U.S. 
Chamber of Commerce,” Stolper notes. 
“My clients are not likely to be big busi¬ 
nesses. They have their own lawyers. 
What does the U.S. Chamber have 
against smaller American businesses?” 

Rickard counters that companies such 
as Crux Capital will not help small busi¬ 
nesses, as advertised. “At its core, third- 
party litigation financing is about making 
money off of the little guy,” she says, “not 
benefiting him or advancing justice.” 

Stolper calls it “fair criticism” to fret 
about more junk cases clogging courts, 
but adds Crux Capital is not out to gen¬ 
erate more litigation only to help offset 
mounting legal costs. 

The firm’s partners are used to con¬ 
troversy. Norell pleaded guilty in 2010, 
which was around the time he left 


the FBI, to illegally accessing Bureau 
records and threatening to launch a 
criminal probe to help an acquaintance 
collect a debt. 

A rising star in the U.S. Attorney’s 
office’s white-collar-crimes unit com¬ 
ing off a successful prosecution that 
was part of the government case against 
Enron, Stolper went on to find himself 


trading case that had to be prosecuted 
to preserve investor faith in the market. 
But in an unusual move, Carney dis¬ 
missed the counts against not only the 
defendants Stolper was prosecuting, 
but also a company co-founder who had 
already pleaded guilty. The judge was 
incensed that Stolper had contacted a 
Broadcom defense attorney heading into 
a hearing and, depending on who tells 
the story, threatened the lawyer with 
prosecution or reiterated the govern¬ 
ment’s case. 

Despite the scarlet letter from Car¬ 
ney, Stolper points to a Department of 
Justice (DOJ) investigation that he says 
showed he did nothing improper in his

chastised by Santa Ana-based federal 
Judge Cormac Carney in the feds’ case 
against Broadcom a few years later. 

The Irvine chip maker’s stock price 
had reached all-time highs in the mid- 
2000s, which translated into huge 
bonuses for upper management and 
some employees. Later came a restate¬ 
ment of the company’s value that drove 
the stock price down, even though the 
bonuses had already gone out based on 
the higher value. Known as backdating, 
this mechanism can be rife for fraud. 

To Stolper, it was a classic insider¬ 


Broadcom prosecution. He also claims 
various officials, up to and including 
federal judges, have told him Carney’s 
Broadcom rulings were curious. 

Queried by the Weekly, a persua¬ 
sive lineup of former DOJ colleagues 
vouched for Stolper. 

“Andrew has been a fearless, fierce 
advocate for victims of crime,” says 
Joseph McNally, an assistant U.S. Attor¬ 
ney. “He brought justice to countless 
victims of crime across the country who 
were bullied and taken advantage of by 
sophisticated fraudsters. He was among 


the best white-collar prosecutors in the 
country, and his leaving the U.S. Attor¬ 
ney’s office is a real loss.” 

“Andrew is an outstanding, intelligent 
trial lawyer with a strong work ethic,” 
responds Dennise D. Willett, chief of 
the U.S. Attorney’s Santa Ana branch 
office. “He was routinely assigned to 
prosecute the most complex white- 
collar cases in the Santa Ana branch 
office and other AUSAs [assistant U.S. 
Attorneys] routinely sought his advice 
and assistance on their cases. Andrew 
was a valuable member of our office, 
not only for his exceptional work, but 
also for the assistance he provided to 
his colleagues.” 

“Andrew has worked every variety 
of white-collar case and was a wealth 
of legal, factual and political knowl¬ 
edge on how the cases are investigated, 
prosecuted and, ultimately, resolved,” 
observes Charles Pell, another assistant 
U.S. Attorney who transferred to the 
Santa Ana office from Riverside in 2011. 
“Andrew is one of the most persuasive 
lawyers I’ve worked with because he 
employs a powerful cocktail of intellect, 
humor, moxie and passion to make his 
arguments compelling.” 

“I consider Andrew a good friend, and 
he was one of the brightest and hard¬ 
est working colleagues I’ve had here 
at the U.S. Attorney’s office,” echoed 
Brett Sagel, a federal prosecutor whose 
name you may recall from R. Scott Mox- 
ley’s coverage of disgraced, ex-Orange 
County sheriff Mike Carona. “Even 
while Andrew was busy with his own 
caseload, he was available to give invalu¬ 
able assistance to others. From personal 
experience, he probably gave me more 
and better ideas for my opening state¬ 
ments in the Carona trial than anyone 
else, and he wasn’t even on the case.” 

“During the cases on which we col¬ 
laborated, AUSA Stolper always applied 
fairness and kept an open mind, dealing 
with defendants objectively,” says a cur¬ 
rent FBI agent who’d worked with Stol¬ 
per since 2002 but asked not to be iden¬ 
tified per FBI policy. “Many of his cases 
required dedication beyond the call of 
duty, and Mr. Stolper always exceeded 
my expectations.... I worked on several 
matters with AUSA Stolper that resulted 
in trials and was always impressed by 
Mr. Stolper’s acumen in legal matters 
and abilities in the courtroom. Mr. Stol¬ 
per was an asset to the furtherance of 
justice, and he will be missed.” 

Now that Crux Capital is up and run¬ 
ning full-time, Stolper and Norell are 
dealing less with critics than potential 
investors and hedge-fund managers. 
Anyone can invest but that won’t give 
you a vote in which cases Crux Capital 
gets behind, Stolper notes. “They are 
betting on us to make the right calls,” 
he says—or, to put it in baseball terms, 
those investments will reap dividends 
overall if Stolper and Norell “have one 
or two outs, five or six doubles and 
triples, and one or two homers.”

But for that sharp rasp, it’s com¬ 
pletely silent in the inner sanctum 
of Serious Pimp Studios in Lake 
Forest. The teal couches are sprin¬ 
kled with entourage and hip-hop 
types, mouths hemmed from the 
tension and tedium of recording 
except to expel the occasional sigh 
or pungent gust of chalk-white 
blunt smoke that waltzes up to 
the all-black ceiling. At the cen¬ 
ter recording console, producer/ 


Serious Pimp co-head Bigg A—a 
6-foot-4 Maytag of a man sporting 
a Compton hat, a gold chain and 
a Raiders jersey—guides a com¬ 
puter mouse with a right hand the 
size of a catcher’s mitt. Looking 
at colored lines, wave forms and 
knobs on a glowing bay of twin 
flat-screens, he clicks, clacks and 
space bars his way to finessing a 
new track alongside a very impor¬ 
tant new signee to his label, which 


he runs with Damian Kutzner. 

As he presses playback for the 
millionth time, Bigg A turns to the 
artist, Curtis Young—the son of leg¬ 
endary hip-hop producer Dr. Dre— 
gives a nod and takes a drag from 
a nearby joint, the striated fumes 
escaping through the ridges of his 
platinum-and-diamond-encrusted 
grill. “Ready to hear it again, my 
man?” he asks in a low, dry tone. 

Young turns his head to nod

back. The resemblance—from the ridge 
of his eyebrows to his nose and broad 
shoulders—is uncanny. Fidgeting with a 
giant gold wristwatch, he glances at the 
time and casually gives the go-ahead. 
“Drop it.” 

Bigg A releases a Krakatoa of woofer- 
rattling bass that struts over melting 
keyboard lines paved into an amped-up 
fusion of G-funk, serrated synth and dra¬ 
matic strings. It’s West Coast rap 101 with 
a defiantly modern twist. The beat echoes 
past the couches and the entourage to the 
back halls of the recording studio, built 
and owned by Snoop Dogg, who co-pre¬ 
sides with Kutzner over the Serious Pimp 
clothing company. 

As the beat knocks and heads bob, 
Young traces the air with his hand, visu¬ 
alizing the rhymes he’s set to lay down 
with Eric Wright Jr., eldest son of late 
N.W.A co-founder/iconic gangsta rap¬ 
per Eazy-E. With the little time he has 
in the studio, Young is trying to make 
every second count. This can’t just be a 
respectable track among his respectable 
releases over the years; the compilation 
he’s embarking on with Wright (a.k.a. 

Lil Eazy-E, a.k.a. Lil E), dubbed the DNA 
Project, has to be more than that. It’s 
gotta be good enough to make his pops 
“raise his eyebrow,” he says. 

Of course, the project they’re creat¬ 


ing and where they’re creating it is an 
eyebrow-raiser in itself. The sons of 
two gangsta-rap pioneers who formed 
N.W.A as friends only to be pulled apart 
by a feud that plagued them until Eazy- 
E’s death in 1995 are coming together 
to work on an album that pays tribute 
to their roots. Along the way, they’re 
getting help from some major players 
in the West Coast rap game, including 


Daz Dillinger, Kurupt and DJ Battlecat. 
Glancing at a soda machine emblazoned 
with a mural of Snoop’s face, in a place 
whose walls are lined with platinum and 
gold records and a flotsam of shrines to 
the Doggfather, Young says both he and 
Wright know that having their “uncle” in 
their midst makes this the proper place 
to push the music cultivated by their 
fathers in a new generation. 

“It feels like a big hug when I walk in 


here,” says Young. “Like [Snoop’s] always 
watching me.” 

There have been plenty of eyes and 
expectations (both positive and nega¬ 
tive) on Young and Wright throughout 
their hip-hop careers. The DNA Project, 
inching toward completion this year, is 
catching most people by surprise. Prob¬ 
ably because this studio flush with mur¬ 
derous beats and the blood of gangsta- 


rap royalty isn’t predictably located in 
LA, but in the devastatingly quiet, bor¬ 
ing OC suburbs of South County. Lake 
Forest, to be exact, is where the Dog¬ 
gfather decided to build his studio to 
get some peace and quiet, two of South 
County’s most prized commodities. 

But right now, it’s time for these sons 
of N.W.A to step out of their fathers’ 
respective shadows and cause a ruckus 
all their own, spitting rhymes that tell 


their story, while giving an inside look 
at the struggles they’ve faced while 
growing up in the same neighborhood 
in Compton. They had hardly spoken to 
each other as adolescents, remnants of 
their fathers’ rivalry. This collaboration 
also aligns with Rock the Bells, at which 
Eazy-E and Wu Tang Clan’s Ol’ Dirty 
Bastard will be featured via virtual ava¬ 
tars, performing a la Tupac at Coachella 
2012, during its stop at the San Manuel 
Amphitheatre on Sept. 7 and 8. Though 
Young and Wright said the DNA Project 
is not an effort to rehash their fathers’ 
legacies, it certainly appears as if the 
next-generation N.W.A project is coming 
straight outta... well, OC. 

Leaning forward in his chair, resting 
his forearms on his knees, Young, dressed 
in a thick peacoat, a crucifix dangling 
from a chain around his neck, explains 
why finding the success he’s always 
wanted in music isn’t just business—it’s 
personal. “By it being in our blood and 
our birthright, we’re able to continue 
what our fathers imprinted the game 
with, as far as gangster rap,” he says. 

But are people ready and willing to 
hear it—or will they dismiss it as two men 
trying to please their daddies? 

T he story of where Young and Wright 
lived is best told by Bigg A (born 
Arnold White), who grew up with 
Dre, Eazy-E, MC Ren, DJ Yella and Ice

Cube before N.W.A took off. After Eazy-E 
died from complications associated with 
AIDS, Bigg A took Lil E and his brother, 
Derrick (a.k.a. rapper E3), under his wing 
in the music business. 

“Let me break it down geographically,” 
Bigg A says. Sitting in a back room of the 
recording studio, he leans down from his 
swivel chair to dig a square in the carpet 
with his beefy index finger, dissecting 
it with three lines. Dre’s house was on 
Thorson Street and Eazy-E’s on Muriel 
Avenue, with Bigg As in the center on 
Caress Avenue. Growing up, they were 


and ran with a different circle of friends 
in their neighborhood. Neither Young 
nor Wright ever really spoke to the other. 
It was a silent code, some would say 
one written into their DNA—the long- 
lasting result of the fallout when Dre left 
Eazy’s Ruthless Records and N.W.A, the 
World’s Most Dangerous Group, which 
they’d started together, to assemble his 
own label, Death Row Records. Despite 
fashioning himself into the archetype of 
a larger-than-life gangsta-rap mogul even 
though he only reached 5-foot-4, Wright 
remembers Eazy-E as the funny, crazy 
parent who would make time for his fam¬ 
ily when he could. Often, he would do 
something infinitely harder than manag- 



close enough to hop backyard fences to 
get into one another’s houses. 

“When N.W.A blew up, [Eazy and Dre] 
were gone, but Lil E and E3 were still 
here in their grandma’s house, and Curtis 
lived right here, but they never played 
with each other,” he says. 

As kids, Young—who is a few years 
older—attended public schools and was 
raised by his mother and a stepfather. 
Eazy’s kids, meanwhile, attended private 
schools, lived with their grandparents 


ing rappers or pissing off the Man: try to 
control nine kids on a trip to Disneyland. 

“When we had an outing or a weekend 
together, we all went,” Wright remem¬ 
bers. “To us, he was the biggest and bad- 
dest thing walking, I don’t care how tall 
he was. And he was the biggest and bad- 
dest thing walking in our city, period.” 

These days, Wright’s husky, broad- 
shouldered build stands a bit taller than 
his father had. But with a Compton hat 
and a fresh pair of Iocs, there’s no denying 
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his self-proclaimed role as the Prince of 
Compton actually sticks. 

As far as the argument between Dre 
and Eazy rearing its head on record— 
particularly during the release of The 
Chronic and Eazy’s retaliatory IPs On 
(Dr. Dre) 187um Killa in 1992 and 1993, 
respectively, Wright says it wasn’t some¬ 
thing he ever dealt with directly, even 
after his father’s passing. And before 
Eazy passed, Dre had even attempted to 
reconcile with his longtime friend in the 
hospital. “It didn’t hit me till I got older 
and [understood] what Suge [Knight, 
hip-hop mogul and Dre’s former busi¬ 
ness partner] really fucked up, and what 
he and Dr. Dre really made, and I looked 
at what happened after. You realized 
that things really got fucked up between 
them,” he says. 

Young hopes to detail his experiences 
growing up in his solo rap recordings, 
specifically his impending full-length, 
Product of My DNA, on which he talks 
about how he wasn’t actually told Dre 
was his father until he was 12 years old, 
something revealed to him by his stepfa¬ 
ther—also named Andre—over the phone. 


per says. “People whom I thought were 
my friends laughed at me, but my real 
friends just looked at me as Curtis.” 

As far as Wright and his brother were 
concerned, the death of their father was 
something that, while tragic, gave them 
perspective at a young age about the 
magnitude of what Eazy-E had meant to 
the rap world. His legacy as a Compton 
City G—the first rap artist to have his 
own label, have two major careers, and be 
(mistakenly) invited to the White House 
to dine with President Ronald Reagan at 
a charity dinner in Levis 501s and a white 
T-shirt—would never die. 

“There wouldn’t be a Tupac or the suc¬ 
cess that he had if it weren’t for Ruthless 
Records, created by Eric Wright, Eazy- 
E,” says the 29-year-old Wright with the 
same sly, smooth tone his dad might’ve 
used. “You can’t take that page out of the 
history book.” 

t’s just after 12:30 a.m. in downtown LA. 
The hip-hop crowd that’s roaming and 
twerking on the dance floor at 333 Live, 
a large, multipurpose club that could pass 
for a school gymnasium with a bar, is sud- 



That conversation was recorded and 
sampled years later for the intro to the 
song “Show You” on Product of My DNA; 
elements of that revelation will also be 
used for the DNA Project. After meet¬ 
ing Dre for the first time at Skybar in LA 
at age 21 and arranging a paternity test, 
the conclusive results revealed Dre to be 
Young’s biological father. 

“It was overwhelming. It still is,” 
Young, 33, says. “It’s something I had to 
just grow and live with. [‘Show You’] will 
explain a lot of things—just emotions I 
had to go through as a kid. I didn’t even 
know how to take that [news]. I walked 
away dumbfounded. Even as a grown 
man, it’s all around me; there’s not a day 
that goes by that I don’t hear something 
about Dre.” 

Before learning his true lineage, Young 
says, he actually indirectly learned a great 
deal from his father, as far as entertaining 
dreams of being a rapper. This goal was 
something he’d kept a secret even after 
discovering the earth-shattering news 
and sharing it with people. “I did let a lot 
of friends know who my real father was; 
my real friends didn’t judge me,” the rap- 


denly interrupted by a blustering hype 
man in a black ballcap and T-shirt, calling 
Young to the stage. A thunderous growl 
reminiscent of Fatman Scoop erupts from 
the microphone as he rolls out the rap¬ 
per’s introduction; the crowd below is 
lit by a few laser lights and a disco ball. 
Opening for DJ Quik and his anticipated 
throwback set, Young hits the stage in a 
beige blazer, a gold chain bouncing on 
his paint-spattered graphic tee. Though 
it’s obvious the crowd isn’t that familiar 
with his party-anthem track “The Night 
Is Young,” people are cheering by the 
time he drops the mic after two songs and 
walks offstage. 

Aside from working on the DNA Proj¬ 
ect and joining Serious Pimp Records, 
seeing how much of an impact his songs 
have over his reputation as Dre’s son is a 
valuable gauge to see how far he’s come 
as an artist. “It’s an ongoing challenge, 
but it’s a good challenge,” Young says. 

“But for the most part, people respect it. 

I want people to know Curtis Young for 
who Curtis Young is, not just as the son of 
Dr. Dre. I have my own story.”

Since he started putting his rhymes 
out to the public, Young has founded his 
own label, So Hood Records. Adopting 
the moniker Hood Surgeon, he released 
a slew of mixtapes hinting at his ties 
to Dre, with titles such as The Autopsy 
Mixtape, Family Tree Vols. 1 and 2, Son 
of a Doctor and Billionaire Dreams. Out¬ 
growing the Hood Surgeon schtick in 
recent years, he has opted to use his real 
name and switched the name of his label 
to Young Entertainment. Along the way, 
Young has stuck his hand in production 
and talent scouting for his label, even 
taking a stab at a clothing line, Signature 
Young. If nothing else, the mogul in him 
is working overtime. 

Same goes for Wright. With the help 
of Bigg A, Wright’s path to success, 
while not the smoothest, has its share 


handle on your own individual thing and 
have ownership of it.” 

But Wright’s plans to play record exec 
took a backseat when he caught the 
rapping bug. Almost immediately, the 
industry’s interest in his skills was getting 
him attention. A planned collaboration 
with Daz Dillinger, another West Coast 
rap producer and a member of Tha Dogg 
Pound, garnered a five-page spread in 
XXL Magazine before Wright ever signed 
a contract—which he later did with Virign 
Records. No record ever resulted, spark¬ 
ing a brief feud between the rappers 
before Wright left Virgin in 2006. Appar¬ 
ently, it’s all water under the bridge now, 
considering Bigg A tapped Dillinger and 
his Dogg Pound Gangstaz mate Kurupt— 
two new signees to Serious Pimp, as 
well—to participate in the DNA Project. 

“I support Bigg A—I’m going to con¬ 
tribute my beats and throw a verse or 
two on a track,” Dillinger says. "I’m just 



of highlights. Around the age of 16, Bigg 
A piqued Wright’s interest in starting a 
record label as a way to earn extra cash 
and gave him a crash course in how to be 
more than just a disposable piece of talent 
in the record industry. 

"At the beginning, I never, ever per¬ 
ceived Lil E to be a rapper,” says Bigg 
A. "I groomed him for the administra¬ 
tion and business side as a producer, 
an executive producer of a label to take 
over where his dad left off.” Having been 
friends before all the N.W.A glory, during 
his days as a drug dealer and gangbanger, 
Eazy-E felt it right to keep Bigg A in 
his inner circle. He schooled Bigg A in 
the music industry and advised him to 
open his own record shop—Underworld 
Records and Tapes—after Bigg A was dis¬ 
charged from the military in the late ’80s. 
Eazy had even allowed him to videotape 
impromptu interviews and backstage 
happenings, which would become fod¬ 
der for a documentary Bigg A would put 
together with Wright after he helped the 
then-teenager to start Lil E records and 
Lil E films. 

"As a kid, you gotta be able to spread 
your own wings and learn to fly,” says 
Wright. "So I allowed myself to do that. 

I wanted to take a step back to handle 
the family business. Now, I’m polished 
enough to where I’m ready to handle 
business and keep business, to have a 


waiting to hear more of the music, plus 
with DJ Battlecat producing, I’m all in 
wit’ that.” 

After his Virgin deal ended, Wright 
took a step back from the microphone to 
work for Ruthless Records. He left his 
late father’s company in 2011 to become 
CEO of his own production firm, NWA 
Entertainment; CEO of his own manage¬ 
ment agency, High Powered Productions; 
producer for various top artists; and 
involved in other media projects. At the 
same time, Bigg A had struck up a part¬ 
nership with Kutzner and his brand Seri¬ 
ous Pimp, which started as an OC-based 
clothing line designed for mixed-martial- 
arts fighters. 

It was Kutzner’s idea to bring the art¬ 
ists together to help kickstart their new 
record label. He garnered the blessing of 
Snoop Dogg—whom Kutzner had repped 
and with whom he co-presided over the 
clothing line for years—to use the Lake 
Forest studio for the collaboration. A 
meeting was set for this past February at 
Serious Pimp’s lOth-floor offices in Irvine. 

And the rest, as they rap, is history. 

t the meeting, Kutzner sat between 
Young and Wright. The three talked 
about what a compilation album 
would look like, sound like and actually 
do for their careers. The conversation, 
while casual, had been a lifetime in the 
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making. It even seemed that way for 
Kutzner. His first meeting with Young 
was in 2008, after Snoop became affili¬ 
ated with Serious Pimp Clothing. Though 
it would be a couple of years before he 
and Bigg A would launch the record label 
and partner with Snoop to run it out of 
his personal studio, Kutzner was already 
dreaming about Young and Wright being 
his flagship artists. He reached out to 
Young and attempted to set up a meeting 
with him and Wright. 

“They’d always seen each other in 
clubs, and they were at a business event 
together, so I sent a limo to pick up Curtis 
and Lil E to meet up at a hotel, but Lil 
E never showed,” says Kutzner, a gruff, 
stocky, 5-foot-8 white guy with spiky 
brown hair, black-rimmed glasses and a 
gravelly voice. 

At the Irvine meeting, Wright and 
Young shook hands, deciding to do some¬ 
thing they both believed was finally ready 
to happen. They have already had their 
individual tracks slapped on a recent 
label compilation featuring an intro 
from Snoop himself. “I respect the fact 
that Damian respected the lineage of my 
father and 
Curtis’ 
father 
when he 
came to us 
with this,” 

Wright 
says. “It’s 
about 
keeping 
people 
aware of 
where the 
legacy of 

this music started and, as his son, to keep 
his music going.” 

Since they’ve started the project, a 
batch of 12 new songs are on the table, a 
mix-and-match of solo tracks; collabora¬ 
tions with Young, Wright and Wright’s 
brother Derrick; as well as group tracks 
awaiting verses from new label signees 
Dillinger and Kurupt. On the produc¬ 
tion side, legendary West Coast producer 
Battlecat is manning the boards on a 
majority of the beats, with Dillinger 
and capable local producers such as 
Steve Dang handling others. The goal: 
to incorporate the G-funk genetics into 
an updated formula that brings together 
slices of house music with a sound that 
surveys the current state of West Coast 
rap, as pushed by artists such as Kendrick 
Lamar and School Boy Q. 

The label itself is also going through 
a reformulation, thanks to some key 
advice from former Ruthless Records 
president and longtime industry pro 
Ernie Singleton, who has managed the 
careers of artists such as Bone Thugs n 
Harmony and Mary J. Blige and briefly 
ran Eazy’s label after he died. Hell, he 
even had Diddy as an intern back when 
he worked at Uptown Records. His 
resume also includes a stint as president 
of urban music at MCA Records. Single- 
ton has 139 platinum- and gold-selling 
albums to his credit. 

“Eazy-E poured the concrete and 
paved the road for that new 405 [freeway] 
everybody’s riding now in hip-hop. Eazy- 
E did that and Dr. Dre,” he says. “So their 
sons are entitled, and I think that they’re 


both committed. You can’t ask for any 
more than that.” 

That commitment is showing itself 
outside the studio, as the two finally 
embarked on a recent tour together (in 
Idaho, of all places) and have plans to 
participate in a reality-show series titled 
Seeds of Hip-Hop, detailing the careers 
of famous rappers’ offspring as they ven¬ 
ture through the business without the 
direct help of their fathers. In addition 
to Young and Wright, the show is said to 
feature the sons of Jam Master Jay, MC 
Ren and E-40. 

For Wright, the DNA Project and a 
separate project with his brother Derrick 
(the Compton Money Gang) are com¬ 
ing at a time when his DNA is also being 
woven into the fabric of West Coast rap 
in a virtual sense. About two months 
ago, after news that his father would be 
an avatar at Rock the Bells, Wright was 
asked for the use of his body to computer- 
generate his dad’s likeness. The project 
got the blessing of Eazy’s widow, Tomica 
Wright (the current owner of Ruthless 
Records). Chang Weisberg, founder of 
Rock the Bells and its presenter Guerilla 
Union, also 
brought in 
Derrick to 
help with the 
voice, as well 
as their sister 
Erin “E.B.” 
Wright (also 
a rapper) 
as a model 
for crafting 
Eazy’s face. 

In his 

interactions 
with Wright, Weisberg was taken by his 
willingness to contribute in any way pos¬ 
sible, from the physical modeling to push¬ 
ing the project on radio stations and CNN 
without mentioning his own projects. 
While that drive didn’t result in his par¬ 
ticipation onstage at Rock the Bells with 
the DNA Project or as a solo artist, Weis¬ 
berg says he’s willing to do whatever he 
can to see Wright succeed. And since RTB 
isn’t the only concert Guerilla Union puts 
on, that’s definitely a possibility. 

“I would’ve listened to Lil E and his 
project even if his father weren’t famous,” 
Weisberg says. “He came here and rolled 
up his sleeves and went to work and didn’t 
ask for anything.... And the fact he’s got 
his own music project—I’m getting to 
realize some of my dreams this year, so I’d 
do anything to help him realize his.” 

Back at Serious Pimp Studios, Bigg A 
gets a call from Young, already plotting 
the next studio session to work on tracks 
for the DNA Project, including the aptly 
titled “Straight Outta Compton 4 Real.” 
There’s no question Wright and Young 
are willing to balance royalty and servi¬ 
tude in constructing the DNA Project. 

“Hopefully, the end result is to see 
Eric Jr., his little brother and Curtis get 
what’s really their just due,” Bigg A says. 
“I wanna see the acceptance; I could see 
them catapulting to the level of Kend¬ 
rick, of YG, of some of the artists that are 
in there right now. But it takes a good 
record. It doesn’t take ‘Oh, you look like 
your dad.’ It’s gonna take a real good 
record. And it’s gonna take that thump.”

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On a Lark 


The Northern California-based Lark Creek’s dishes are 

delicious, if a bit gentrif ied

U nless you’re one of those Chicken 
Charlie guys who deep-fry 
everything imaginable—even 
unimaginable—for a living, I bet you’ve 
never wondered what deep-fried hum¬ 
mus would taste like. But that’s exactly 
what the chickpea fries at Lark Creek are. 
What this new restaurant from a group 
based in Northern California has done to 
hummus is so simple it’s amazing more 
places—not even Chicken Charlie—don’t 
do it. Mashed chickpeas are spread in a 
thin layer on a sheet pan, then refriger¬ 
ated until they set. The chickpeas are then 
cut into strips, breaded, then gently fried 
until the finger-thick spears turn to a rigid 
crispness. When they arrived, they resem¬ 
bled doppelgangers for Carl’s Jr.’s French 
toast sticks—golden-brown and served 
upright in a bowl as though they were 
actual pommes frites. As I ate, the insides 
liquefied on my tongue. There’s a com¬ 
forting polenta-like creaminess to them, 
but I realized as I dipped another one into 
the harissa aioli dipping sauce what I was 
actually eating: a gentrified falafel. 

It wouldn’t be the restaurant’s only 
attempt at rejiggering a classic. It decon¬ 
structed a tamal into its component parts, 
daring to call it a “tamale pancake” per¬ 
haps because no one who dines at Lark 
Creek is likely to realize what it really 
resembles: a taco acorazado, the Cuer- 
navacan dish for which masa is sculpted 
into a thin pillow, crisped on a griddle, 
and then topped with meat. In this case, it 
was shredded chicken lubed in barbecue 
sauce. Though a chilled avocado salsa and 
a nest of crispy fried-tortilla filaments 


were piled on top, it still ate like the Week¬ 
ly’s favorite taco-truck meal. All of this 
despite the artful swipe of sauce painted 
on the plate and where we had it: at Fash¬ 
ion Island in a restaurant that looks like 
a cross between a cramped French bistro 
and an expensive steakhouse. 

Yet the upper-crust food you’d expect at 
such places has also been upgraded. For a 
version of the now-ubiquitous pairing of 
watermelon and feta cheese, Lark Creek 
eschewed the term “salad” for “carpac¬ 
cio”—and it did indeed resemble one. A 
CD-thick slice of watermelon, cut exact- 
ingly with a circular template, covers the 
entire surface of the plate as though you 
were looking at an actual sheet of raw 
beef. And to bring home the metaphor, 
the kitchen has strewn the feta on top in 
tiny clumps, the micro basil for color and 
the radish in white julienned shreds as 
though it were the Parmesan. We ate the 
thing smiling, thinking it the best update 
of a dish—one in real danger of becoming 
the next blueberry doughnut. 

Another example of this: the trio of 
bruchetta, in which not a molecule of 
tomato or basil can be found. Instead, 
they used stone fruit—peach, plum and 
nectarine—sliced, diced, and adorned 
with nuts and slathered with creamy 
cheese. Even if the flavor veered into 
the territory of dessert, it’s a wonderful 
reinvention: good, simple and something 
Olive Garden might get around to serving 
in about 20 years. But even Lark Creek’s 
shrimp ceviche—which hasn’t been 
altered so much as it’s been done right- 
tasted ahead of its time. Each shrimp is 


split in half longitudinally and carefully 
arranged in layers while the acidity of its 
lime juice gets tempered by the richness 
of the avocado, both of it turned into a 
silky sort of dressing. 

But perhaps the most admirable thing 
about Lark Creek was its restraint; it 
knows when to leave things alone. A 
shrimp a la plancha was flawless, the 
smokiness coming off the charred head- 
on prawns trickling down to the hash of 
roasted corn and cubed zucchini served 
beneath. The pork chop came as thick as 
something that retailed for $26 should 
and was cooked by the book. The center 
was kept pink, the outside char-bur¬ 
nished, and the dribbling sauce it came 
with indispensably lip-smacking, even 
discounting its floating slice of peach. 
Later at home, I chopped the leftover 
pork into pieces, let them roast to just 
short of charcoal in my toaster oven, 
and what came out was still inexplicably 
tender and juicy—proof that not only was 
this a prime piece of pork, but also that 
it was brined to the point of inoculation 
from becoming less than perfect. 

If there were disappointments, they 
were minor. The spaghetti with the half¬ 
lobster was one—and only because lobster 
is always exposed as overrated when no 
melted butter is around. There was also 
that thing the kitchen tried to pass off as 
strawberry shortcake, a well-meaning, 
meant-to-be-healthy misfire, with yogurt 
substituted for whipped cream and the 
shortcake tasting like a stale bagel. But 
these are faults Lark Creek can brush 
off because it has done the impossible: It 
made gentrification palatable.

H ugo Castro was a friend of mine at 
Anaheim High School—class of 
1997, just like me. We weren't in the same 
social strata—he usually kicked it with 
the jocks, while even the nerds scoffed 
at me—but we kicked it more often than 
not. If memory serves me correct, we 
stood in the same general area for our 
Senior Day portrait. As the years went 
by, he became one of the people I asked 
others about, keeping tabs on his life and 
happy he was doing well. 

A couple of months ago, I discovered 
Hugo was opening a Salvadoran res¬ 
taurant in Anaheim named Cuzcatlan. 

So he wasn't a Mexican, as I always 
thought? Color me pendejo again. Hugo 
invited me to swing by and eat, asking 
me to invite some of our mutual friends 
that he hadn't seen in ages. And while 
I passed the word along, I declined his 
invite, knowing Hugo would shower me 
with free food. In the meanwhile, I had 
my scouts get to-go orders to see if his 
food was legit—or if I'd have to kindly 
ignore it. The answer came in pupusas 
as thick as a terra cotta saucer from 
rim to base and nearly as wide, cheesy 
and doughy and perfect. There was an 
American and Mexican menu as well, 
but my focus was on the Salvadoran 
stuff: fatty sopa de pata, masses of fried 
yucca, horchata with a cinnamon kick. 
Hugo had created a pupuserfa worthy 
of review and already as great as they 
come in Orange County, a vital place in 
an era in which Salvadoran restaurants 
keep shutting down in the face of the 
taquerfa tide. 

But I decided to save my favorite dish 
for my first visit: casamiento, one of the 
finest breakfasts on Earth. When Hugo 
told me he was opening the restaurant, 

I asked if he was going to stock this 
dish: black beans mixed with white rice 
and accompanied by scrambled eggs, 
a dollop of crema fresca and a block of 
cotija, each part collectively hitting all the 
breakfast notes you could ever desire. 

He wasn't around when I visited his 
charming Cuzcatlan, a giant dining room 
with chairs hand-painted in the colors 
of the Salvadoran flag and tables awash 
in pastels. He wasn't there as I scarfed 
down his casamiento. But I can't wait to 
see him again soon, holding this review 
as our mutual amigo Art Marmolejo joins 
me in congratulating Hugo on a job well 
done. Hey, Hugo, maybe we should call 
up Moises Ceja and Luis Bedolla, too?

ebra Sims was like a breath of 
fresh air, and not just because her 
restaurant resides along Pacific 
Coast Highway in Laguna Beach. The 
chef’s experience in the military makes 
her more professional, detail-oriented 
and outgoing in the kitchen. Her modest 
space burns through orders of empana¬ 
das, burgers and a lovely banana pudding. 
We caught up with Sims between lunch 
and dinner services at Maro Wood Grill. 

OC WEEKLY; Where does your restaurant 
name come from? 

DEBRA SIMS: “Maro” is a nickname for 
Mariano, and he’s the boss. Plus, we use 
a wood grill. Maro Wood Grill—we are 
pretty simple! 

What do you cook on the wood grill?

Tell us about the Gourmet Bag. 

Our Gourmet Bag is something we offer 
year-round and usually changes with 
the seasons.

Both 
bags come with Acqua Panna and San 
Pellegrino waters. They are perfect for 
the beach, Pageant of the Masters, Music 
In the Park, even just to take home and 
enjoy with a glass of wine while watch¬ 
ing the sunset on these gorgeous Laguna 
summer nights.

I t was a gutsy move on my part earlier 
this year, deviating from my usual order 
at Santouka—a standard bowl of miso 
ramen that’s pure comfort in a bowl.

This dish is hot, rich 
and hearty. A mound of seasoned ground 
pork sits atop a bed of perfectly al dente 
ramen noodles that were cooked in a 
shoyo-type broth and tossed in shimmery 
oil. Crunchy veggies and fresh sprouts 
give each bite texture, and the chile sauce

Smooth Operator at 
Little Sparrow 

I t has been the summer of Little Sparrow in 
downtown SanTana, with the diner wow¬ 
ing folks in its three short months with the 
refined creations of chef Eric Samaniego 
and the restaurant's Victorian-meets-West- 
ern cocktail lounge expertly run by head bar¬ 
tender Joe Valdovinos. The two chingones 
are the Newman and Redford of OC dining 
right now: brash, handsome young guns who 
nevertheless let their talents do the talk¬ 
ing, who challenge each otherto delightful 
heights. Samaniego seems to introduce a 
new dish every week; Valdovinos has almost 
completely scrapped his opening-day cock¬ 
tail menu, even though it meant exiling such 
spectacular drinks as the Negrete, his Mexi 
take on a Negroni named in honor of ranch- 
era legend Jorge Negrete. 

He does have a Mexi-themed drink right 
now in the form of an India Maria, a shrub- 
IPA cocktail named in honor of the Mexican 
comedic actress—get that one. But I'm 
going to recommend the Smooth Operator, if 
only because it's a fine metaphor for Valdo¬ 
vinos' alcohol outlook. 



THE DRINK 

Though Valdovinos is a master of all spirits, 
his love for the dark liquors is evident in this 
drink. Rye, Cynar, St. Elizabeth's Allpsice Dram 
and something called "improved bitters" move 
together in the sinuous rhythm of its name¬ 
sake Sade song. The dram offers spiciness; 
the rye, sharpness. Cynar's artichoke punch 
gets an assist with the aromatic bitters; an 
orange rind and a lime slice add citrus. The 
result is a smooth, slightly thick, eminently 
drinkable cocktail served in a chilled tumbler 
that concentrates all the flavors even further. 
The mind boggles at what Valdovinos can do, 
so you better go get the Smooth Operator now, 
before he moves on to his next masterpiece.

Does the Baja Sonora chain serve Long Beach’s 

best gabacho tacos? 


S upposedly, the best tacos in Long 
Beach come from Baja Sonora, a 
cheap-o Mexican restaurant in an 
aging airport-adjacent strip mall. Every 
year, the suburban mini-chain (with 
another location in Bixby Knolls) wins 
the title from all the local papers, so after 
nearly a decade of living in the city, I 
figured it was time to venture to where 
the streets widen to explore this claim 
for myself. 

No matter the demographic it is cater¬ 
ing to, Baja Sonora’s menu lives up to its 
name. Cheap prices and huge portions 
dominate a list of typical border-area 



Mexican dishes, from enchiladas and 
grilled-veggie fillers to the 2-pound bur- 
ritos that require a knife and fork. Order 
at the counter and take a number, then 
spend the next five minutes stocking up 
at the centrally located salsa bar, a dan¬ 
gerous all-you-can-eat situation accom¬ 
panied by stacks of bowls and baskets. 

As at Super Mex, the “chips” are 
whole corn tortillas that you have to 
crack apart on your own, and the restau¬ 
rant-style salsa has enough sweetness 
and spice to be equally as addictive. But 
unlike Super Mex, Baja Sonora makes

other salsas: a green tomatillo one that 
beats the soupy, red, mild stuff and a 911 
salsa that is hot without being salsa-roja- 
unbearable. The best hard-shell tacos in 
Long Beach, however, require no salsa 
to come alive. The plate costs $2.25 and 
features two fully loaded, fried corn 
tortillas stuffed to excess with layers of 
meat, shredded lettuce, and a fistful of 
orange and white cheeses. Whether you 
order chicken, ground beef or carnitas, 
the meat is never dripping with sauce 
or coated in exaggerated spices, instead 
remaining just tender enough to carry its 
own juices, creating a minimalist foun¬ 
dation for the stratum of simple toppings 
above it. 

But if Baja Sonora’s gimmick-free 
taco is the best thing on the menu, other 
basics seem to fall short. The generic red 
enchilada sauce is missing the smoky 
sweetness I’ve come to crave, and the 
beans have a pasty, gruel-like look to 
them that is almost as unappetizing as 
the blandness of its flavor. The fact that 
many suburbanites in Long Beach swear 
this is the best Mexican food around 
is proof that gritty grub from across 
the border is hard to find in the gaba¬ 
cho parts of town. But until a roadside 
taqueria or some central Long Beach 
burrito heaven decides to move in above 
the 405, Baja Sonora is still tops in the 
city for quick, affordable, family-friendly 
Mexican fare.

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Let the Geekery Commence! 

The OC Film Fiesta celebrates sci-fi from Metropolis to Buckaroo Banzai

S ince its debut in 2009, the OC 
Film Fiesta has ended the sum¬ 
mer season with a stunning array 
of films mixed with live multicultural 
performances, all in the county’s cultural 
hub, Santa Ana. Starting Friday and run¬ 
ning through Sept. 15, the festival hosts 
13 feature films, several short-film show¬ 
cases and panel discussions for the com¬ 
munity-all with a sci-fi twist. While we 
wish we could present a rundown of all 
the films, here are some highlights: 

Let the sci-fi geekery commence with 
a fully restored, 145-minute version of 
the classic 1927 German Expression¬ 
ist science-fiction film Metropolis. 
Accompanied by a live score performed 
by local musicians and sound artists 
including Glenn Bach, Stephen Anderson 
and Sander Roscoe Wolff, the screening 
serves as a fund-raiser for Long Beach 
Cinematheque head Logan Crow’s efforts 
to bring the art-house experience to 
Santa Ana in January 2014 with his Frida 
Cinema. And for avid film nerds, 2007’s 
Argentinean homage La Antena echoes 
back to the Weimar era’s style of sur¬ 
realist horror. The film chronicles a dark 
age in which everyone in the world has 
lost the ability to speak, having to submit 
to endless product-placement ads and 
broadcasts of Big Brother-like figure Mr. 
TV. Shot in epic black and white with 
striking imagery and unique production 
design, this film stands out among the 
festival’s lineup. 

On Sept. 14, the festival honors author 
Philip K. Dick, whose work inspired 


some of the most iconic sci-fi films ever. 
Total Recall, Blade Runner, A Scanner 
Darkly, The Adjustment Bureau and 
Screamers are just some of the films 
adapted from Dick’s stories into mega 
classics in their own right. This tribute 
will feature clips from the films and a dis¬ 
cussion on Dick’s life in Orange County, 
specifically SanTana, where the innova¬ 
tive writer spent his last years. 

Just south of the border, one of Mex¬ 
ico’s most beloved masked wrestlers, 

El Santo, fights other worldly beings 
threatening Earth in the 1967 classic El 
Santo vs. The Martian Invasion. Shot 
in black and white, this nonetheless col¬ 
orful tale follows Martians who come in 
the form of spandexed alpha-males and 
their cheesecake counterparts, who try to 
thwart Santo with their winged eyeliner 
and seductive curves. Unless you have 
a gigantic home-theater system in your 
house, the chance of seeing this in a regu¬ 
lar theater is slim. 

Speaking of cult classics, get your thrills 
and highflying adventure on with Peter 
Weller in The Adventures of Buckaroo 
Banzai Across the 8th Dimension. This 
kitschy space jam focuses on our half- 
American, half-Japanese hero—who holds 
a hefty resume as physicist, neurosurgeon, 
martial-arts master, secret agent and rock 
star—as he saves the world from those 
nasty Red Lectoids from Planet 10. The 
film features a cavalcade of stars from Jeff 
Goldblum, Ellen Barkin and John Lith- 
gow to Orange County’s own Pepe Serna, 
playing Banzai’s band mate Reno Nevada. 


Following the screening, Serna will be on 
hand for a Q&A session to dish on the pro¬ 
duction and talk over whatever else you’re 
confused about. 

Beyond all the sci-fi love, there are 
odes to local creativity with the Kilson 
Street video showcase and the Santa 
Ana Youth and Community series. 

The Ambulante Mas Alla film series, a 
partnership between Gael Garcia Bernal, 
Diego Luna, and indigenous communities 
in South Mexico and Central America, 
makes its Orange County debut with 
several short films shot and directed by 
Latin American youths. Panels and work¬ 
shops for filmmakers-in-training include 
“Writing for TV,” with Simpsons writer/ 
co-producer Marc Wilmore, and “Indie 
Filmmaking In the 21st Century,” with 
Dave Boyle, writer/director of The Man 
From Reno. 

Don’t miss the festival’s closing event, 
a screening of Conchita Villa’s film Alon- 
dra Smiles: A Quinceahera Story, 
which details a working-class Latina’s 
efforts to deal with adolescence and all its 
perils before her 15th birthday. This spe¬ 
cial screening includes a Q&A with Villa, 
as well as a quinceahera fashion show 
featuring a line of Disney-style dresses in 
all their royal glory.

QFilm Fest’s 20th

M y, how time flies when you're deliver¬ 
ing fun—and drama and romance and 
thrills and chills and everything else associ¬ 
ated with quality film festivals. But in this 
case, there's a heavy dollop of tolerance, 
equal rights and queer culture on top. 

No one may be more surprised that 
Friday kicks off the 20th QFilm Festival in 
Long Beach than Robert Cano, its founder 
and programmer. 

"Twenty years ago, when I founded this 
film festival, my primary goal was to get films 
seen in the Greater Long Beach area that 
were only being presented in Los Angeles," 
Cano says. 

Since 1993, everything from under-the- 
radar shorts to well-known faves from the 
cross-county Outfest! to Margaret Cho 
concert films to last year's very excellent 
Highland Park coming-of-age flick Mosquita 
yMari has appeared at the longest-running 
LGBTQ-themed film fest in town. 

And Cano is not letting up this year, 
beginning with the premieres at the Art 
Theatre of Reaching for the Moon, a 
bio-pic on lesbian poet Elizabeth Bishop, 
and Darren Stein's G.B.F, which features 
solid comic actors Megan Mullally, Nata¬ 
sha Lyonne, Horatio Sanz and Jonathan 
Silverman. The opening-night party is just 
a stumble away atthe LGBTQ Center of 
Greater Long Beach (or "The Center," as the 
cool kids call it). 

Saturday and Sunday's highlights include: 
I Am Divine, a moving documentary on the 
late drag star of John Waters' Pink Flamin¬ 
gos and Hairspray, James Franco and Travis 
Mathews' controversial Interior. Leather 
Bar.) the romantic satire Who's Afraid 
of Vagina Wolf7, and Getting Go: the 
go doc project, a documentary from the 
award-winning producer of Were the World 
Mine, Tom Gustafson. 

Cano has even wedged in a sneak-pre¬ 
view screening of Corpus Christi: Playing 
With Redemption, a documentary about 
Terrence McNally's frequently condemned 
play that depicts Jesus Christas a gay 
man living in rural Texas. Intriguing shorts 
programs are sprinkled throughout the 
festival, which is capped by a juried awards 
night on Sunday. All net proceeds from the 
festival benefit the Center and its important 
community-outreach programs. 

"It's great that 20 years later, we are still 
able to present filmmakers with an opportu¬ 
nity to ... showcase their films," observes 
Cano, obviously still amazed. 

Not that he has much time to reflect. 
Besides making final preparations for 
QFilms 2013, he's busy soliciting submissions 
for next year (through withoutabox.com).

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GETAWAY When Justin Bieber's favorite 
actress, Selena Gomez, survives a bad 
B-movie with more dignity than her 
costar, Oscar nominee Ethan Hawke, 
the end times must be near. Hawke 
is Brent Magna, a failed race car 
driver turned crook turned reformed 
husband who returns to his Sofia, 
Bulgaria, apartment to find that his wife 
has been kidnapped. By cell phone, 
a mystery man (Jon Voight) orders 
Magna to steal a smokin' hot Shelby 
GT500 Super Snake Mustang and drive 
it recklessly—endangering Christmas 
revelers citywide—as ordered, or the 
wife dies. The villain has more on his 
mind than killing pedestrians, but since 
their hero is a washed-out depressive

working hard) to sort things out. She's 
a pain, but she has kick-ass tech skills, 
and is soon hacking the bad guy's 
onboard computer. What's weird is that 
director Courtney Solomon appears 
more intrigued by The Kid's computer 
derring-do than he is by his core 
assignment: to send cars flying through 
the air with destructive grace. The 
smash-and-crash chase scenes are 
numbingly dull. The only mercy? Two 
dimensions, not three. (PG-13) Chuck 
Wilson. Countywide. 

RIDDICK Richard B. Riddick—Dick to his 
friends, if he had any—is an intergalac- 
tic meathead who's glowered through 
three movies, two video games, and 
a cartoon. He's both the luckiest and 
unluckiest man alive: lucky because 
he's impossible to kill, unlucky because 
everyone keeps trying. In the opening, 
near-silent sequence of Riddick, the

laconic sequel to 2004's overblown 
schlock opera The Chronicles of 
Riddick, our hero (Vin Diesel) is nearly 
slain by a space vulture, a space hyena, 
and several space eels. "There are 
bad days, and then there are legend¬ 
ary bad days," he growls. Eh, in his 
earlier flicks he's already survived an 
asteroid accident, nocturnal monsters, 
a broiling sun, and a front-row seat for 
Dame Judi Dench as an Air Elemental 
named Aereon. On his scale, a killer 
space eel is just an excuse for sushi. 
Unfortunately, Diesel has nothing 
to act with but his fists—Riddick is 
saddled with goofy goggles and CGI 
night vision eyes, this time, to escape 
a planet, Riddick reveals his location to 
a network of bounty hunters and waits 
until he can kill off enough of them to 
steal their ship. Behold, the entirety of 
the plot. It's murderer versus murder¬ 
ers, with Riddick facing off against 11 
bounty hunters who include a tremu¬ 
lous Christian (Nolan Gerard Funk), a 
badass lesbian (Katee Sackhoff), and 
a giant (wrestler Dave Bautista, who's 
like The Rock with a '90s goatee). The 
only reason to root for Riddick is that 
his name is on the ticket stub. But he's 
so dull and the hunters so weird that 
we're literally cheering for the movie

THE BUTLER There are more terrific 
black actors in Hollywood than there 
are good roles they might actually 
land. The Butler creates an open, 
freeing space for lots of these per¬ 
formers. Cuba Gooding Jr., Terrence 
Floward, Lenny Kravitz, Yaya Alafia: 
Everybody's good, especially Oprah 
Winfrey. Stylistically, The Butler—a 
mini-history of late 20th-century black 
America as seen through the eyes of a 
White Flouse domestic worker played 
by Forest Whitaker—could have been 
made 30 years ago, but its time is 
now. It opens, inauspiciously, with stiff 
voiceover: Whitaker's character, Cecil 
Gaines, tells the story of his childhood 
picking cotton in 1920s Georgia. The 
plantation owner's son rapes Cecil's 
mother (Mariah Carey) and murders 
his father (David Banner); as grudg¬ 
ing recompense, the family matriarch 
(Vanessa Redgrave) invites Cecil into 
the big house to train as a domestic 
servant. This changes Cecil's life, 
and he later earns a slot as a butler 
at the White Flouse, where he serves 
under eight presidents, beginning with 
Robin Williams' Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
(Others are played by James Marsden, 
Liev Schreiber, John Cusack, and Alan 
Rickman, all impeccably cast.) Cecil is 
happy enough in his line of work, which 
allows him to support his kids and 
his wife, Gloria (Oprah Winfrey). But 
his elder son, Louis (David Oyelowo), 
chafes under the status quo, eventu¬ 
ally joining the Black Panthers. You 
could call that a basic generation-gap 
screenwriting contrivance, or you could 
call it a smart way to dramatize turmoil 
and change. Director Lee Daniels 
re-creates some of the most horrific 
images of the civil rights era, including 
those of young black protesters blasted 
with firehoses. But his approach 
is, for the most part, more personal 
than instructional. (PG-13) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

CLOSED CIRCUIT There's a fine line 
between restrained and drab, and 
Closed Circuit falls just on the wrong 
side of it. Even though the film is set in 
modern-day London and produced by 
the same people who brought us Tinker 
Tailor Soldier Spy, it's curiously lack¬ 
ing in urgency. Eric Bana plays Martin 
Rose, a lawyer who's assigned, at the 
last minute, to defend Farroukh Erdogan 
(Denis Moschitto), a possible terrorist 
accused of playing a role in a deadly 
explosion in a London market. The case 
is hardly straightforward to begin with, 
but, as it turns out, the government has 
some classified evidence that it plans 
to use to prosecute Erdogan, info so 
secret that neither Erdogan nor his 
defense team is allowed to see it. So 
the attorney general—officiously jovial, 
as played by Jim Broadbent—appoints 
a special advocate, Claudia Simmons- 
Flowe (Rebecca Hall), who is allowed 
to see the evidence but must not 
disclose its contents to the defendant 
or his lawyers. The hitch: Claudia and 
Martin used to be lovers, and the affair 
didn't end well. The plot leans heav¬ 
ily on paranoia, and it's all supposed 
to make us question our assumptions 
about terrorism and the eagerness of 
world governments to find scapegoats. 
There's just no pulse to the story—it 
feels like a dutiful exercise. As a lead¬ 
ing man, or as anything, really, Bana 
is handsome only in a flavorless way. 
His brows are earnest, his chin finely 
chiseled, but so little personality comes 
through, I always find myself wanting 
to add an "I" to the end of his name. (R)

ELYSIUM In Neill Blomkamp's dystopian 
science-fiction fantasy, Matt Damon's 
Max is a tattooed grunt stranded 
on the Earth of the future, a dismal, 
dried-out planet filled with have-nots 
who live short, brutish lives. The rich 
have long ago decamped to their own 
shiny, inhabitable satellite, Elysium, 
where all its citizens enjoy miraculous 
health-o-matic machines installed 
in every home. Following a series of 
unfortunate events—on this future 
Earth, there is no other kind—Max 
accepts a mission to help his fellow 
citizens. Among the obstacles in his 
way are Elysium's super-defensive 
secretary-of-defense-type Delacourt 
(Jodie Foster), who makes her entrance 
in a Jetsons-worthy tailored white 
dress and a Tilda Swinton haircut, look¬ 
ing so sharp you could cut yourself on 
her flaring nostrils. You don't have to 
be a bloodhound to smell an allegory 
shaping up here, particularly if you've 
seen writer/director Blomkamp's 2009 
debut feature, District 9, in which mem¬ 
bers of an extraterrestrial race who 
have landed on Earth are forced to live 
in grimy slums while humans get the 
cushy suburbs. Elysium doesn't have 
District 9' s brashness. Thematically it 
looks and feels almost like a sequel, 
made with a lot more money though 
not with more ingenuity or feeling, and 
while Blomkamp's message is morally 
stalwart, his delivery system sure is 
a bummer. You can see why Damon 
would be attracted to this material, 
whose politics are in line with his own. 
But he looks sluggish even when he's 
on the run. In Elysium, not even cheer¬ 
ful, smart, principled, energetic Matt 
Damon can save the world without 
figuratively stopping every so often 
to say, "Oy! My back!" (R) Stephanie 
Zacharek. Countywide. 

FRUITVALE STATION In the early hours 
of New Year's Day 2009, on a platform 
of Oakland's Fruitvale BART Station, a 
young man named Oscar Grant III was 
shot in the back by a transit officer. The 
officer later claimed that he meant to 
reach for his Taser and not his revolver, 
but his mistake was fatal: Grant, who 
was unarmed and restrained at the 
time of the shooting, died later at a 
local hospital. Debut filmmaker Ryan 
Coogler's Fruitvale Station, a fictional¬ 
ized account of the last day of Grant's 
life, is a prologue to that horrifying 
encounter, a restrained but forceful pic¬ 
ture that captures some of the texture 
and detail of one human life. Michael 
B. Jordan, of Friday Night Lights, plays 
Oscar, a young man who's done jail 
time but who seems eager to get on the 
right track, not just for his own sake but 
for that of his girlfriend (Melonie Diaz) 
and young daughter (Ariana Neal). 
Coogler dramatizes Oscar's last day 
by choosing not to dramatize it: The 
events unfold casually, without any 
particular scheme. And yet because we 
know how this story will end, there's a 
shivery, understated tension running 
beneath. Oscar has just lost his job at 
a grocery store; he stops by to pick 
up some fish for his mother's birthday 
party that evening—she's played, won¬ 
derfully, by Octavia Spencer, showing 
us a no-nonsense mom who loves her 
son but senses that his place in the 
world is tentative. The idea isn't to turn 
Oscar Grant into a martyr; it's simply 
to shrink the distance between him 
and us, and Coogler's approach works.

JOBS If what we see in director Joshua 
Michael Stern's Jobs is true, Apple 
cofounder and all-around cool-product 
guru Steve Jobs, who died in 2011, was 
no bargain in the human-being depart¬ 
ment. When an early girlfriend—played 
by Ahna O'Reilly—tells him she's 
pregnant with what she's certain is his 
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child, he informs her that her condition 
isn't his problem. Jobs tries, feebly, 
to balance the man's epic contribu¬ 
tions to the universe with his all-out 
douchebaggery. But how much of the 
latter can we, let alone Jobs' poor 
girlfriend, be expected to take? Our 
first glimpse of Jobs, played by Ashton 
Kutcher, is as a graying middle-aged 
gent unveiling the iPod to an audience 
already high on his Kool-Aid. As he 
strides across the stage, a charismatic 
nerd in mom jeans, their eyes follow 
him rapturously; they're like Silicon 
Valley Children of the Corn. He Who 
Walks Ahead of the Curve speaks in 
earnest-sounding but marketing-ready 
slogans: The new device, he informs 
them, is a "tool for the heart. And when 
you can touch someone's heart—that's 
limitless." The movie wants us to see 
the man spouting these bromides as 
an older, wiser one, whose products 
touch the part of people's hearts 
that's directly connected to their wal¬ 
lets. But Stern can't keep it purring 
smoothly, and too often drops interest¬ 
ing threads: James Woods shows up 
as a professor who sees Jobs' spark 
of whatever-it-is, but he's little more 
than the symbolic Teacher Who Cared. 
Also, we meet Jobs' bubbly blond wife 
(Abby Brammell) late in the movie. How 
did that happen? The movie itself, ulti¬ 
mately worshipful, ends up being Jobs¬ 
like in the cold way it treats flesh and 
blood. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

KICK-ASS 2 Despite the giddy, gory ridicu¬ 
lousness of Kick-Ass 2, this summer's 
most violent yet least punishing comic¬ 
book movie, there's a kernel of ugly 
human truth at the core of the Kick-Ass 
fantasy. In the first issue of Mark Millar 
and John Romita Jr.'s Kick-Ass comic, 
a high school twerp dons a wetsuit to 
clean up the streets. This white boy's first 
adventure: calling black graffiti taggers 
"homos," threatening them with fighting 
sticks, and getting his ass stomped in 
brutal detail the movies can't match. It's 
a reminder that the impulse toward cos¬ 
tumed do-goodery isn't far removed from 
the impulses of the sons of bitches who 
argue that Trayvon Martin had it coming. 
The first Kick-Ass flick tidied all that up. 
The taggers become carjackers, one 
white and one black, and they've previ¬ 
ously mugged the costumed aggressor, 
so there's nothing complex or upsetting 
about the confrontation. Kick-Ass the 
movie just asked us to get juiced on the 
wild vigilantism. Kick-Ass 2 doesn't ask 
for much more, but this time the juice 
gushes with impressive consistency. 
Kick-Ass (Aaron Taylor-Johnson) throws 
in with a league of misfit crimefighters 
organized by Jim Carrey's Colonel Stars 
and Stripes, a gray-stubbled G.l. with a 
Jack Kirby jaw. With this crew, Kick-Ass 
takes the time to do the one thing all the 
other movie superheroes forgot to this 
year: save some people from problems 
that weren't a direct consequence of 
the existence of those superheroes. Hit- 
Girl (Chloe Grace Moretz), meanwhile, 
deepens into a full character as she takes 
on puberty and high school. Her scenes 
are surprisingly tender. Plucking up the 
courage to hang with the mean girls, 
she's even more compelling than when 
she's playing the pixie avenger. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

MUSEUM HOURS The centerpiece of Jem 
Cohen's Museum Hours is an 11 -minute 
sequence in which a playful guest lec¬ 
turer guides a tour group through the 
Bruegel exhibit at the Kunsthistorisches 
Museum in Vienna, a tour watched from 
afar by narrator Johann (Bobby Sommer), 
a longtime guard at a gallery that doesn't 
need guarding. The scene's mixture of 
observation, insightfulness, and above 
all curiosity encapsulates much of the 
film's appeal. The guide's assertion that 
Bruegel's scenes of peasant life "are 


less quaint and more radical than they 
may appear" suggests a built-in coun¬ 
terargument to those inclined to dismiss 
Museum Hours for its apparent slight¬ 
ness. Museum Hours is largely set in and 
around its central institution, but, more 
broadly, it is a film about public spaces 
and the pleasures of observing the people 
and things within them. Johann becomes 
a tourist in his own city, an opportunity he 
welcomes when a visitor from Montreal, 
Anne (Mary Margaret O'Hara), expresses 
a desire to be guided beyond the museum 
walls. "What is it about some people that 
makes you curious," Johann wonders, 
"while with others one would be just as 
happy not to know anything about them?" 
Together, they discover Vienna—Anne for 
the first time, Johanna all over again. This 
exceptional film, a kind of hybrid between 
understated drama and essayistic tour¬ 
ism, approaches its subjects with uncom¬ 
mon patience and curiosity, lingering 
over objects and faces, conveying truths 
without authorial imposition. As Cohen's 
camera makes its rounds through the 
museum—the interiors shot digitally, the 
outside on 16mm—it is attuned to the 
everyday, soaking in local flavor and, in 
essence, defamiliarizing the banal. (Not 
Rated) Calum Marsh.

WE'RE THE MILLERS Horrible Bosses 
co-stars Jason Sudeikis and Jennifer 
Aniston team up again as reluctant drug 
mules in We're the Millers, but this com¬ 
edy's eagerness to please functions as 
a slow poison, draining The Millers of its 
vitality by rendering its characterization 
uneven, its potential undeveloped, and its 
plot predictable and stupid. Sudeikis can't 
find a center amid the script's erratic 
tonal whims, while Aniston, so thrillingly 
sexy as a man-eating dentist in Bosses, 
disappointingly reverts to America's 
Sweetheart: Stripper Edition. Sudeikis 
plays David, a small-time Denver dope 
peddler who's not going to let marriage or 
parenthood harsh his life—nor will he let 
anyone forget it. (This is how you know 
he'll end up a hubby and daddy later in 
the film.) When some street punks steal 
David's stash and cash, he's kidnapped 
and forced by his own horrible boss (Ed 
Helms in his sunny douchebag persona) 
to drive across the border and bring 
back "a smidge and a half" of product 
from Mexico. He recruits his lap-dancing 
neighbor Rose (Aniston), abandoned 
teenager Kenny (Will Poulter), and under¬ 
age runaway Casey (Emma Roberts) to 
pose as the Millers, his hunky-dory family. 


David rents an RV sumptuous enough 
to be the first floor of Will Smith's trailer, 
and it's off to the cartel compound they 
go. The film earns its R rating with quick 
shots of misshapen male genitalia and 
an extended kissing gag where Kenny 
makes out with both his fake sister and 
his fake mother, building to a true uproar. 
(R) Inkoo Kang. Countywide. 

THE WOLVERINE As summer comic-book 
blockbusters go, The Wolverine is not 
as elephantine as it could have been. 

It's more, well, wolverine—bony, loping, 
a little shaggy—and, blessedly, director 
James Mangold doesn't get bogged 
down in mythology. You don't need to 
diagram the convoluted relationships 
between Stan Lee and Jack Kirby's 
X-Men characters to figure out what's 
going on. All you really need to know is 
that Wolverine (Hugh Jackman), a mutant 
whose knuckles sprout adamantium 
claws whenever he's threatened, has 
a secret that haunts him: He killed the 
person he loved best, Jean Grey (Famke 
Janssen), and now she keeps appearing 
in his dreams, wearing a silk nightie and 
slinging accusatory barbs more piercing 
than any set of mutant talons. But like so 
many of this summer's comic-book mov¬ 
ies, particularly the hollow, forgettable 
behemoth Iron Man 3, The Wolverine 
represents a missed opportunity. 

Mangold tilts the movie heavily toward 
elaborate action sequences and skimps 
on the more romantic angles, which is 
especially frustrating since Jackman is 
the kind of actor who can deftly handle 
both. Occasionally, Wolverine gets to do 
some semi-poetic stuff, like open his own 
chest with his claws. Jackman is terrific 
in those moments—he shifts between 
being affable and tortured as if it were 
no great shakes. Somehow, that makes 
Wolverine's suffering believable. With all 
his brawn, he can't escape sadness, and 
his nightmares form a connect-the-dots 
roadmap through the story. Jackman 
packs an extraordinary amount of feel¬ 
ing into these moments, and he even 
looks great in that flat-top hairdo with 
those little pointed ear-like tufts at the 
sides. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

WORLD WAR Z Subtlety is probably too 
much to expect from Marc Forster's 
World WarZ. This is massive-scale 3D 
filmmaking, and in that context, some of 
it works like gangbusters. The world is 
destroyed by a virus that turns people 
into zombies. Within 12 seconds of being 
bitten by an infected host, any human 
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becomes a twisted, soulless creature 
with cloudy, heroin-addict eyes, moti¬ 
vated only by a ravenous need to tear into 
healthy flesh. Brad Pitt plays a New York 
City family man who strives to protect 
his kids from these fearsome drones, at 
first by sticking close but later by leaving. 
The best way to save them, he realizes, 
is to serve the greater good and find the 
source of the killer virus. It's all pretty 
noble, and if nothing else, World War 
Z shows off some horrifically effective 
filmmaking: An early sequence, in which 
Pitt's Gerry figures out something has 
gone terribly wrong as he's driving his 


wife (Mireille Enos) and two generically 
adorable daughters in Manhattan, is that 
rare evocation of chaos that isn't chaotic 
itself. The picture tangles with some 
potentially fascinating geopolitical ideas 
but doesn't know what to do with them. 

It does make good use of Pitt, who has in 
the years since his reign as Sexiest Man 
Alive turned casualness into a discern¬ 
ible, potent style. In World WarZ, he's a 
deeply comforting presence, the dad who 
promises to take care of everything— 
everything!—and actually manages 
to do so. (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek.

Cannibal! The Musical, though rough, hints at the genius 

that would emerge from Trey Parker

T here are some who believe the first 
draft of a novel, a manuscript lit¬ 
tered with scrawled paragraphs, 
psychotic-looking notes in the margins 
and lines everywhere, can be instructive 
in gauging a writer’s development from 
confused and suicidal to brilliant. Can¬ 
nibal! The Musical isn’t that different. 
Anyone who has come to appreciate the 
talent—if not outright brilliance—of South 
Park and The Book of Mormon co-creator 
Trey Parker can’t help but see early warn¬ 
ing signals of each in this early work. The 
discriminating consumer also can’t avoid 
the fact this is a sloppy, misshapen work 
that, had anyone not named Trey Parker 
knocked it out as an undergraduate film 
student, would be nothing more than a cult 
classic for intentionally bad movie buffs. 

But it has culty acolytes and Parker’s 
name has traction, which means scores 
of small theaters across the country 
have turned Parker’s self-produced 1993 
film (originally titled Alferd Packer: The 
Musical) into a stage play. This Maverick 
Theater production is billing itself as the 
Southern California premiere, which is 
interesting since we reviewed a 2009 pro¬ 
duction of it in Long Beach at the Garage 
Theatre—but who are we to bring that up? 

An official stage version doesn’t exist. 
Basically, theater companies ask for per¬ 
mission at cannibalthemusical.com, and 
they’re given a copy of the screenplay, the 
score and, if they wish, an adapter’s guide. 
How much director Curtis Jerome leaned 
on the guide, if at all, is anyone’s guess, 
but he supplies a clever and accessible 
framework by turning this production into 
a vaudevillian affair laced with high melo¬ 
drama and low comedy staged by a troupe 
of old-timey actors. 

Scott Keister does a fine job of portray¬ 
ing the Master of Ceremonies (doubling 
as an Indian chief), who serves as narra¬ 
tor and ringmaster. He introduces us to 
Alferd Packer (a wonderfully deer-in-the- 
headlights Toper Mauerhan), on trial for 
the one crime against humanity that no 
one seems to skate from: cannibalism. Polly 
(the sweet-throated Kari C. Kennedy), 
an enterprising journalist looking for a 
scoop to make her name, convinces Packer 
to open up, against his attorney’s advice. 
The rest of the story is told in flashback: 
Packer is a hapless miner in Provo, Utah, 
who just happened to once live in Colorado 
territory. His mining associates, weary of 
all digging and no gold, learn this and ask 
him to lead an expedition to Breckinridge, 
where it’s rumored there’s a rich strike. 

He agrees, but he’s a worse navigator 
than Gilligan’s skipper, leading the group 
into a platoon of French trappers (led 
by the always captivating Nick Emmett 
McGee) who kidnap his beloved Liane, a 
horse (Sabrina Zellers) that is just about 



the sexiest filly this side of Regret (the 
first filly to ever win the Kentucky Derby; 
yes, we had to look it up ...). Far more 
concerned with tracking down Liane 
than getting to Breckinridge in the allot¬ 
ted three-week time to miss any inclem¬ 
ent weather, Packer stumbles through 
the Rocky Mountains, leading his crew 
into raging rivers, Indian settlements 
and, of course, a terrifying Cyclops (a 
riotous, eye-patch-sporting, Confederate 
uniform-wearing Kevin J. Garcia). Then 
the snow starts falling and stomachs 
begin growling.... 

Based on a true story, Parker took great 
liberties with the tale (the real Packer was 
sentenced to 40 years in prison in 1886 and 
wound up paroled, dying in Littleton, Colo¬ 
rado, at the age of 65—reportedly as a vege¬ 
tarian). The cutesy happy ending wrapped 
in a nice bow, the subtle jabs at Mormons 
and the clever songs that don’t necessarily 
advance the plot but are filled with cheeky 
and absurd references (for some reason, a 
baked potato is the holy grail of this show) 
reveal some of the stylistic and irrever¬ 
ently tasteful concerns that Parker would 
develop as he matured. 

Jerome’s production emphasizes the 
funny, and his eager cast rarely disappoints. 
Ricky Augustin, J. Mel Jarnagin, Reggie 
Koffman, Andrew Manzani and Ryan 


Young, as his star-crossed mining pals, 
are the main supporting characters, and 
each gets ample opportunity to display his 
eccentricities, whether it’s a manic desire 
to build snowmen when shit really starts 
going down or humping anything in sight. 
Things do tend to look cluttered when 
most of the 18-person cast is onstage, but 
the energy rarely lags, and while Cannibal! 
is really nothing more than a harmless 
trifle, the commitment to old-school melo¬ 
drama and ad-libbing makes it an enter¬ 
taining one. 

Now that his work has won Emmy, 
Grammy and Tony awards (and been nomi¬ 
nated for an Academy Award), Parker has 
long shed his persona as an acid-dropping, 
cross-dressing enfant terrible. He’s estab¬ 
lishment now, a certifiable brand. And the 
most fascinating thing about Cannibal! isn’t 
the work nearly as much as the chance 
to sample an early appetizer prepared by 
a maverick chef who has made a fortune 
from serving entrails from the belly of the 
beast that has been forced to accept him on 
his own terms.

I n ye olden days, craftsmen 
guilds rented workspaces to 
use professional instruments and supplies 
while sweating alongside strangers. It was 
the norm and how civilizations were built. 
That era is long-gone, as artisans now 
toil away in their homes while streaming 
the umpteenth rerun of Breaking Bad. 

But mother-and-daughter duo Lauren 
Macaluso and Susan Varteresian seekto 
bring back collaborative boiler rooms with 
their Creative Outlet space in Costa Mesa. 

"I hate admitting it," Lauren says with 
a laugh, "but it was her idea." Susan, a 
lifetime crafter with textiles, took a sewing 
class about a year ago and realized return¬ 
ing to work at home on her non-industrial 
machine was frustrating. Lauren has been 
crafty her entire life, especially with ador¬ 
ably grandmotherish projects (such as 
needlepoint); she'd already been involved in 
the small-but-generous local crafting com¬ 
munity before sites such as Pinterest and 
Etsy made people go DIY-crazy. 

Together, the two ladies created a shop 
as humble and cozy as they are. Even 
though it's packed with machines and 
workstations, it feels natural, unforced. The 
design aesthetic is industrial chic, with raw 
wood and white walls offering inspiration, 
not distraction. Creative Outlet now buzzes 
with people working on their dreams—you 
can actually sew, letter press, screen print, 
make shoes and do pretty much any other 
thing you could imagine while chatting with 
inspiring people. And Lauren and Susan are 
incredible assistants. Although, if you've no 
idea what to make, the space hosts diverse 
workshops and crafting parties each week. 

You'd better finish your project, though. 
Lauren points to the floating platform above 
the shop. "That's where the UFOs go," she 
says. "It's the Unfinished Objects Platform." 
As of now, Lauren's two-years-long uphol¬ 
stery project is sitting there. "I was hoping it 
would inspire me to finish it," she says. 

Susan responds with a laugh, "Well, it 
hasn't worked for you!"

Why ‘ghost-producing’ is EDM’s dirty little secret

Y ou know a significant number of 
famous DJs aren’t responsible for 
the music released under their 
names, right? 

Those culpable usually have arrange¬ 
ments with an underling or an associate, 
ranging from commissioned edits and 
tweaks to outright purchases of entirely 
finished works. “Ghost-producers” and 
engineers prop up the careers of a few 
brand-name DJs who fist-pump their way 
to fame and make millions. 

“Ghosting isn’t unique to dance music 
at all,” says Kenny Hanlon (not his real 
name). “Andy Warhol made that famous. 
He didn’t do shit; he had a factory.” 

Though speculation is rampant, those 
in the industry are hesitant to explicitly 
out any of their peers. Among those most 
frequently mentioned as someone who’s 
likely using ghost-producers is super- 
star DJ David Guetta. On his first three 
albums, almost every track credit lists 
French house pioneer Joachim Garraud as 
co-writer and producer. A notable DJ in 
his own right, Garraud wasn’t even men¬ 
tioned in the marketing, which was odd. 

Garraud was quoted as saying Guetta is 
“not a musician” and didn’t know how to 
use a computer before they met, though 
he has since denied it. 

Though the ghost-producing practice 
has been rumored to exist for decades, 
recent revelations—and subsequent out¬ 
rage—have brought it into the spotlight. 
London-based DJ/writer Ben Gomori 
noted the practice was rampant in an 
article last year for Mixmag. 


“I think it’s pathetic,” he tells us. “It’s 
the apex of the materialistic, charlatan, 
ostentatious desire of certain types to 
become a ‘superstar D J’ for the love of 
status rather than for the love of music.” 

Meanwhile, EDM duo PeaceTreaty told 
the Weekly earlier this year, “When you 
get more involved and you start working 
with bigger people, having ghostwriters 
is just the way it is. Everyone that’s big 
doesn’t write their own music.” 

Naturally, then, there are those who 
make an honest living off writing for big- 
name DJs. 

Hanlon is your typical music nerd, 
a bookish 32-year-old technician with 
a nimble ear and a relentless stamina. 
He handles the vast majority of his 
employer’s studio work from his bed¬ 
room in Pasadena. 

“Most big DJs have a stable of writers, 
beats guys,” he says. “For the most part, 
these are young kids. Generally, their pay¬ 
ment is 5 percent of publishing... but 5 
percent of a few million dollars is better 
than 50 percent of nothing.” 

Despite making a healthy income as 
a ghostwriter for a marquee-name DJ, 
Hanlon acknowledges the pitfalls of the 
process. “A lot of ghostwriters sign agree¬ 
ments where they’re not allowed to work 
for anyone else or do their own thing,” he 
says. “They’re getting locked into signing 
non-disclosure agreements. It’s predatory 
because a lot of the kids have no under¬ 
standing of the music industry.” 

The reality is the music business has 
been in a state of flux for the majority 


of electronic music’s existence. “In the 
early 2000s, you could still just be a DJ 
and make your name by mixing records,” 
Gomori says. “Now you have to produce 
to succeed.” While the top DJs can make 
six figures in an evening, most everyone 
else will make four figures per night if 
they’re lucky. 

With so much money at stake, the big 
DJs tour constantly on the festival cir¬ 
cuits and try to stay relevant via brand¬ 
ing partnerships and a feverish release 
schedule. Many don’t have the time or 
mindset to tinker their way to perfection 
in the studio, or even to keep up with 
current trends. 

But what constitutes authenticity in 
electronic music? It’s long been known 
that many of these guys are doing less work 
onstage than fans assume. It has never been 
easier to make professional-quality music, 
yet more and more performers farm out 
their creative workload. Some of the most 
successful have removed themselves so far 
from the creative process they’re more akin 
to CEOs of advertising agencies than artists. 

But purists who care about who is 
actually writing the music probably 
aren’t listening to mainstream cross¬ 
over acts anyway. Aging ravers may feel 
a loss of ownership when it comes to 
electronic music’s capitalistic pursuits, 
but art becoming business is a road well- 
traveled. Perhaps Tocadisco, another 
rumored Guetta ghost-producer, put it 
best: “Nobody cares if it’s your track or 
other people’s track as long as the party 
is good.”

Yes, We Can! 

(Our Own Food!) 

Y ou should always store enough 
food and water for an emergency. 
You may not grow enough food to can, 
but you can preserve produce from 
friends' gardens or the farmers' markets. 

If you don't know someone who 
knows how to can, you can easily find 
info online or at the library. Canning is 
very serious business. The rules and 
recipes have to be followed exactly. 

Jars, utensils, lids, rings—everything 
has to be sterilized. 

There is hot-water-bath canning, which 
works for jams, jellies, pickling and toma¬ 
toes, anything with a high acid content. 

Then there's canning with a pres¬ 
sure cooker. You need that to can 
vegetables, meat or anything with a low 
acid content that needs to be heated to 
a higher temperature. It has something 
to do with botulism. 

I wanted to get a pressure canner, 
but I couldn't find one at any stores. 

And buying one online is weird because 
of the Boston Marathon bombing thing; 
it seems buying pressure cookers is 
now suspect. 

For now, we did the hot-water-bath 
method, which is the best way to start: 

It's simple, easy, fun. A long time ago, I 
canned vegetables from my garden in 
Idaho. My stepmother, Ruby, taught me 
how; she was from a rural area—like 
mountains, outhouse rural. But I kinda 
forgot how, so a few friends and I got 
together for a home-canning get-together. 

Buying the Ball jars, lids, rings, can¬ 
ning pot, tongs, etc. is a little pricey. Of 
course, the big pot and jars (not the lids) 
are reusable. It is a good thing to learn 
and a motivator for growing a garden in 
your backyard. 

I don't have much of a garden now, 
so we bought tomatoes and blackber¬ 
ries at the Orange Home Grown market 
on Saturday. 

Our friend Steph was in charge at our 
little canning party, and she was so good 
at explaining. We made blackberry with 
honey and lemon thyme jam. And we 
canned tomatoes with basil and peppers. 

It was so old-fashioned. I recommend 
the home-canning party as the new 
Tupperware party. I liked getting together 
and peeling tomatoes, talking about life 
and laughing and sharing info and just 
being part of a meaningful activity. 

I'd love to have a cellar full of canned 
goods on wooden shelves.

The Weird Brothers 

Punk duo the Garden are growing in a very strange way

R arely do you hear a soft, beach- 
friendly indie tune such as the 
Garden’s “Everything Is Perfect” 
and expect an unprovoked fistfight to 
break out onstage. But that’s how Wyatt 
and Fletcher Shears roll. Between gigs, 
they are often flown to Paris by fashion 
designer Yves Saint Laurent to headline 
the company’s new campaign. The band 
regularly dress head to toe in women’s 
clothes, often defying basic punk laws of 
fashion. 

Standing outside the Observatory after 
opening for Tijuana Panthers, the OC 
twins, who grew up in Orange, stumble 
through explaining the history of the band. 
“We’ve probably been in 10 bands together, 
since around fifth grade,” Wyatt says. 

“Right now, the Garden is our No. 1 
thing,” adds Fletcher. 

Together, they are the punk-rock 
equivalent of yin and yang. The dark¬ 
haired Wyatt stands confidently, eagerly 
answering each question, while natu¬ 
rally blond Fletcher seems more ner¬ 
vous and cautious. In conversation, the 
habit of finishing each other’s sentences 
quickly turns into interrupting each 
other, which turns into unabashedly 
talking over each other. 

The twins are known for being among 
the weirder bands in the DIY punk scene, 
particularly because of their strange live 
shows. “One thing we don’t like is when 
bands get up and it’s just, like, guitar, bass, 
drums, singer—‘We’re going to play our 
set. We’re going to tell you we love you. 
We’re going to get off.’” 

With the Garden, you don’t know 
what’s going to happen. Sometimes the 
brothers will break into a fight, dropping 
their instruments and completely chang¬ 


ing the atmosphere of the show. “We did 
[get into fistfights onstage] for a while, 
just to see what would happen,” Wyatt 
explains. “[We wanted] to see if anyone 
else jumped in. It just kind of fucking 
hurts us, dude. That’s why we don’t do 
it that much anymore. It was just kind of 
an experiment.” 

Fletcher adds, “It’s fun to experiment 
because, these days, there is a lot of the 
same crap going on, but then again, there 
is a lot of really cool stuff. We want to 
make our mark, not be just a bass-and- 
drums band. Not for people to be scared, 
but people just don’t know what they are 
going to get.” 

The band not only experiment with 
their live shows, but they also have a 
completely different way of writing lyrics. 
On the new song “Grass,” Wyatt screams, 
“Mowed on/Stepped on/Pissed on.” He’s 
either comparing his struggles to that of 
a grass field, or he’s simply chronicling 
what it’s like to be grass. 

Their latest full length, The Life and 
Times of a Paperclip, was released by 
Fullerton garage-rock superstars Burger 
Records. When the outfit toured Europe 
with fellow Burger band the Cosmonauts, 
Fletcher noticed a large number of people 
following the label’s various releases. 
“They have no idea how worldwide it’s 
getting, its weird,” he says.

the five members yearned to plug in, explore 
new musical territory and tighten their musi¬ 
cianship. "It was sort of a phase we grew 
out of," Bandini says about the acoustic 
approach. That offshoot became Fathers & 
Suns. 

Bursting with the new band's collective 
influences—rock, folk, psychedelia and 
reggae—as well as some less noticeable 
metal, punk and hardcore rap from Lara's 
record collection, the result is tight, energetic, 
harmony-laden tunes. Their eclectic sound 
alternates from Talking Heads tangents to 
harmony-driven moments a la breezy singer/ 
songwriters such as Matt Costa, with a 
Beatles backbeat and electrifying guitar solos 
mixed in. 

"There is definitely a positive aspect to this 
band, and we try to project happiness," Ren¬ 
teria says. What they didn't want to sacrifice 
in the pursuit of more structured songwriting 
was the looseness and naivete that made the 
band fun to be in and to see live. 

Their shared DIY ethos is also why they 
were determined to release Mama Provides 
at local independent record store Finger¬ 
prints. They waited two months for the go- 
ahead from owner Rand Foster. On first listen, 
Foster was hooked. Taken by Fathers & Suns' 
fresh sound, he booked them for a November 
in-store performance. "There was no obvious 
point of reference," Foster says. "I like that it 
had different moods through the record. The 
hooks are giant, and they write great songs." 

That Fathers & Suns hadn't played many 
shows yet and were still building a following 
did not deter him. "Sometimes, bands sort of 
spring forward fully aware and developed," 
Foster says, adding that his employees helped 
to spread the word. The turnout was superb, 
and the disc held the top sales spot at Finger¬ 
prints for the next two weeks. 

"I think the novelty for us is that we don't 
have a lot of goals," Renteria says. "When I 
hear 'goals,' I think of Tony Robbins. It makes 
me get into a weird, business headspace. I 
think we're pretty happy doing what we're 
doing: playing for people in Long Beach and 
just focusing on the music." 

"I think intention is a better word," Penev 
says. "It's about how we approach the music 
and how we channel it. We are basically 
antennas, and it manifests itself as song."

W ooden nickels whizzed past Jay 
Penev's head. The bassist for Long 
Beach band Fathers & Suns bobbed and 
weaved onstage at the fifth-annual Long 
Beach Buskerfest on Aug. 17, as too many 
timber tokens to count landed around him and 
his band mates, with one hitting him square 
on the nose. 

It sounded like a kick when Penev encour¬ 
aged audience members to throw the nickels, 
which counted as votes for the festival's 
favorite acts to compete for money, if they 
couldn't make their way to place them on 
the stage. The moment quickly gave way to 
a frenzied, beautiful experience as the band 
was showered with tangible affection. 

There was no question from the ecstatic, 
spontaneous dance circles erupting in the 
crowd that Fathers & Suns were killing it. 
Despite the good-natured danger, once the 
sun began to set and the band absorbed the 
experience, the drive to win dissipated. They 
realized they were playing in front of their 
biggest audience yet and just focused on 
basking in the moment. 

But each token that fell onstage as well as 
in paper baggies (set aside forthe more civi¬ 
lized to cast votes) brought Fathers & Suns 
closer to not having to hustle to finance their 
next yet-to-be-named recording, for which 
they've already written upward of 20 songs. 
They'll start on the follow-up to their debut, 
Mama Provides, this month. 

The newish band—Penev; guitarists 
Arturo Bandini and Jesus Lara, who alternate 
lead vocals; and drummer Luis Renteria— 
formed in the fall of 2011. The four previously 
played together in Program Love, a loose, 
free-form acoustic band fronted by Peter 
Arizmendiz.

tape overflows with old-school soul, 
wisdom and the finest rapping to come 
out of Mississippi since ... well, ever. 
Instead of immediately capitalizing on 
his newfound heat with a studio album, 
he kept putting out dope mixtape after 
dope mixtape. By the time he finally 
released his studio debut, Live From 
the Underground, K.R.I.T. had already 
put out so much great music the album 
sounded no better (maybe even a little 
worse) than the mixtapes. (The album’s 
not at all bad, but the mixtapes are 
really, really good.) 

0 LILB 

The patron saint of mixtapes, Lil 
B has more mixtapes than most rappers 
have singles. Actually, he might have 
more mixtapes than he has singles. The 
question about Lil B’s music has always 
been consistency. One minute, he’ll go 
absolutely out of his mind, and the next, 
he’ll sound laughably bad. The new 
paradigm of a mixtape being basically 
a less formal album works perfectly for 
his style. 

LIL WAYNE 

From 2004 through 2009, Lil 
Wayne was absolutely the king of the 
mixtape game. Beginning with Da 
Drought, but especially Dedication 2 
and Da Drought 3, Lil Wayne was hon¬ 
ing his skills. Although every Wayne 
album has sold well enough to go Gold, 
Platinum or better, many fans would 
argue that he has, for whatever reason, 
saved his best material for mixtapes 
such as the aforementioned and, more 
recently, No Ceilings. 



50 CENT 

The difference between 50 Cent’s 
career before and after he released 50 Cent 
Is the Future and No Mercy, No Fear two 
months apart is staggering. In fact, Fiddy 
set the standard for the game-changing 
mixtape with his debut, which was hosted 
by D J Whoo Kid and borrowed beats from 
New York rap legends aplently; he argu¬ 
ably spit better than the original rappers. 50 
Cent’s earliest mixtapes changed the game 
for rappers trying to make a name for them¬ 
selves and showed it was possible to jump 
from obscurity to No. 1. As his career has 
gradually cooled, 50 Cent has moved back 
to the mixtape game he helped to create 
in an attempt to recapture the same fire he 
started with.
